CHILE PROVOKED. 


The President’s Message the Subject 
of Bitter Comment. 


A British Correspondent Thinks That a 
“Message of Apology” from Presi- - 
dent Harrison Will be 
Necessary. 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 
New York, Dec. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Valparaiso 
special says: ‘President Harrison's 
message to the. American Congres is 
severely criticiged, it. is the opinion 
here that Harrison rather ‘‘stretched”’ 
the facts. relating to the attack upon 
the sailors from the Baltimore.

San Francisco, Dec. 11. —[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Supreme Court 
today rendered a decision of. great im- 
portance to agricultural interests of the 
State. It decided that the irrigation 
act passed by the Legislature in 1887 
is constitutional. Immediately after 
the passage of the act the Madera Irri- 
gation District was created in Fresno 
county. People voted to issue bonds, 
but the large land owners brought suit 
in the Superior Court of Fresno to test 
the constitutionality of the act. The 
case was decided in favor of the people 
and an appeal to the Supreme Court was 
taken by Charles Lux’s estate, the 
firm of Miller & Lux, J. B. Haggin, G 
D. Bliss and others. These are all large 
landowners in the district and were 
opposed to the law because the burden 
of taxation created would fall on them. 
The decision of the Supreme Court 
declares the act constitutional in all its 
provisions, but it is held that the lower 
court erred..in admitting certain 
records and petitions in evidence while 
the case was being tried, and a revisal 
is ordered, 


SERIOUS CHARGES. 


A Grand Jury Presentment Against a San 
Francisco Official. 

San Francisco, Dec. 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| In the Superior Court 
before Judge Wallace this afternoon the 
grand jury filed a presentment against 
John H. Durst to remove him from 
the office of City and County Attorney 
on the ground that he has violated his 
duty by indorsing certain illegal cor- 
rections in the assessment roll, whereby 
a number of taxpayers secured a large 
reduction in their assessments. It is 
stated that some 400 corrections were 
allowed by Durst and that in one in- 
stance the reduction amounted to 
$100.000. 

‘Durst claimed that the corrections 
were made because of clerical errors.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


State Boards Favor an Appropriation 
| of $5,000,000. 


The Disagreement as to Space and Ex- 
hibits Finally Settled—The State of 
Washington Making a Good 
Showing. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 11.—| By the Associated 
Press.| Twenty-one State delegations 
in the World’s Fair convention here to- 
day voted for a resolution asking Con- 
gress to appropriate 5,000,000 for 
the Exposition. Five other State dele- 
gations that have no authority to vote 
on such questions put themselves on 
record individually as in favor of the 
resolution. 

The resolution reviews the work ac- 


|} complished financially and materially 


by Chitago, declares that the city has 
more than fulfilled its pledges, calls at- 
tention to the national character of the 
Exposition and affirms without hesita- 
tion that Congress should promptly ap- 
propriate $5,000,000 for the comple- 
tion of this national enterprise. The 
advantages, it says, are to be reaped by 
the people of the entire country. The 
people of Chicago have contributed 
$5,000,000, the city of Chicago 
$5,000,000, and it certainly would be 
reasonable for the rest of the country 
to contribute one additional $5,000,- 
000 since the advantage to them is be- 
yond calculation. ‘‘The credit of the 
country,’’ says the resolution, ‘is at 
stake. If the Fair fails it will do us in- 
calculable injury; if successful, incal- 
culable good.”’ 

The jar between State delegates and 
the Board of Control .as to jurisdiction 
over applications for space and selec- 
tion of exhibits was finally settled by 
the adoption of resolutions declariny 
‘that the National Commission or its 
Board of Control should adopt such 
regulations as may be necessary to en- 
able such Stateor Territorial boards as 
may desire or request to inquire into 
and consider the propriety of all ex- 
hibits that may be offered by any citizen 
or resident of their respective States 
or Territories. Such board should be 
employed to receive and forward to the 
Director-General all applications for 
space, with such recommendations and 
information as they may think proper 
and in case any proposed exhibit, or 
applies directly to the Director-General 
his application should be referred to 
the board of his State or Territory. 

The Chicago directors’ meeting to- 
night decided to ask Congress to give 
the Exposition 85,000. 000 to be re- 
paid inthe same ratioas the city of 
Chicago and private subscribers. This 
means that if the Exposition makes 
enough to pay subscribers in full the 
Government gets its money back. If 
the earnings are only 25 per cent. the 
United States gets half back.

Steamer Abandoned off the 
Oregon Coast. 


One of Her Crew Found Dead on the 
Deck—The Others Missing. 


Her Owners Think That They Were 
Swept and Drowned. 


A Lumber-laden Founders—Part of! 
Her Crew Reach Port Safely—The 
Fate of Nine Others 
Unknown.

San Francisco, Dec. 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| News was received’ 
today ofa disasterto the steamer Mag-' ° 
gie Ross, bound from Coos Bay for San} 
Francisco, with lumber. She was found 
abandoned at sea and towed into Ya- 
quina Bay. She had about sixteen 
hands all told, but none of them have 
been found. The steamer Willamette 
Valley towed the vessel in safely, hay- 
ing foun her thirty-two miles south 
and ten miles west of Yaquina Bay. 
Her smokestack’ was lying on the deck 
badly smashed. Every boat was gone 
and the steward, H.C. Annenson, was 
dead on the deck. He had evidently 
been killed by the falling smokestack. 

The Maggie Ross left Coos Bay Sun- 
day afternoon sliortly after the steam- 
ers Arago and Arcata. The Arago ar- 
rived, but the Arcata has not been heard 
from. The wind was blowing a gale 
from the south and the Maggie Ross 
must have got the full force of the 
storm. She was driven out of her 
course and forced back to the north- 
ward. What has become of the crew 
can only be conjectured, as they should 
have reached Yaquina before this. 

The Maggie Ross was owned by O. 
Greenwald of Port Townsend: and was 
consigned to the Golden Gate Lumber 
Company. The steamer Arcata is con- 
siderably overdue. She is owned bv the 
Oregon Coal and Navigation Company. 

O. H. Greenwald, president of Golden 
Gate Lumber Company, said this after- 
noon: ‘‘My opinion is that the Maggie 
Ross got caught in a trough of the sea 
and the waves washed over her, com- 
pletely submerging ber house, smoke- 
stack and boats and thatthe men were 
drowned in the raging waters. The 
crew numbered fourteen all told. Capt. 
Marshall was a skillful seaman and han- 
died the vessel very successfully. Be- 
sides him there was Chief Officer Tay- 
lor, Chief Engineer B. W. McAnnery 
and H.C. Annersey, the cook. Then 
there was the second mate, another en- 
gineer, two firemen, five hands before 
the mast and a cabin boy.”’ 

The Maggie Ross isa steamer of about 


200 tons, with a carrying capacity 
of 500 tons. She was, fully 
loaded at the time. This is 


not the first experience of the Maggie 
Ross. Once befoge she was stuck on 
the Coss Bay bar and had to jettison a 
considerable portion of her cargo. An- 
other time she was towed in from sea 
by the steamer Emily in a disabled com> 
dition.’

ALMOST A CONFLAGRATION. 


Fire During the Heavy Windstorm 
Yesterday Morning. 


Three Small Stores.on Temple Street Near 
Broadway Destroyed—The CHfton 
House Badly Damaged— 
The Losses. 


é 


At 6 o'clock yesterday morning, when 


-the. windstorm was at its height, an 


alarm was turned in from Temple street 
and Broadway for a fire ina row of one- 
story brick buildings on Temple just 
back of the Clifton House. 3 

There are six of these little brick 
buildings, three of which were 
burned, besides a two-Story frame 
structure adjoining. The fire ‘started 
in one in which Thomas Brindley con- 
ducts a grocery store. It was caused 
by the explosion of a coal-oil lamp. 

Before the alarm was turned in the 
whole store was in flames and the fire 
soon spread to the adjoining stores. 
When the groceryman lit his lamp* he 
went out to feed his horse and when he 
returned the damage was done. 

As Chief Moore has had his men up 
and ready, for instant duty since = 
wind came up he was not long . 
reaching the fire, and with the sate. 


ance of the chemical engines water 


was soon being: played on the flames. 
The fire was soon under control and 
probably. one of the most disastrous 
fires that Los Angeles ever saw’ was 
averted; for the flames reached the 
Clifton Heuse and would have’ soon 
jumped across the street tothe principal 
business portion of the city. a 

The losses are about as follows: 

Mr. Brindley values his building at 
$800, on which he had an insurance of 
$350. He loses $700 on his stock, but 
as the insurance isin his wife's name 
the gentleman could give no figures. 


| He also loses all his * wearing apparel, 


which he keptin the store. Mr. Luby 
loses everything, including a valuable 
piano, and has,no insurance. The gen- 
tleman had just got ina large ‘stock of 
goods. 

A. Bley, a shoe dealer who occupied 
the store adjoining Brindley’s, loses 
about $50, principally by water. © 

Judge Reddick owns the Clifton House 
and five of the small buildings on Tem- 
ple street, only one of which was 
burned, and they are fully covered by 
insurance. His agent places the dam- . 
age at about $8000. 

, William Reinstein, the proprietor of 
the Clifton,*rcarries an insurance of 
31000 on his Household effects, which 
will cover“all losses, as the principal 
damage done was by water. During 
the excitement a boy about 12 years of 
age rushed into Mrs. Reinstein’s room 
and stole a purse containing about $35, 
which was lying upon the dresser, and 
was in the act of making away with a 
gold watch when he was discovered. 
He, however, made his escape. Other 
members of the house report small 
losses by theft. 

The firemen did good work and de- 
serve much credit. ‘This is the first fire 
during a windstorm that Los Angeles 
has had for a number of years. 


A VOLCANIC ISLAND. 


What an Experimenting Party Found in 
the Gulf of ee 
Guaymas (Mexico,) Dec. 4 .—[Corre- 
spondence.] A party which has just 
returned from the head of the Gulf of 
California brings the news of the for- 
mation ot a volcanic island during the 
earthquake last summer. At a point 
near the middle of the Gulf, where it 
has always been considered the deep- 
est, there is an island which has for its 
center an active volgano, spouting 
fire, ashes and mud. The island rises 
just above the surface of the water and 
the cone of the volcano is just a few 
feet above the surface of the island. 
An attempt was made to land upon the 
island by the party, but it was fouad to 
consist of but a crust and wherever 
they would place their foot it would * 
break through and clouds of steam 
would arise. “The island is of undoubt- 
ed volcanic origin. the whole being 
about fifty feet in diameter, while the 
cone covers nearly the whole of it.

Some Criticisms Criticised, 
Democratic papers may think that by 
referring to President Harrison as 
‘‘Benny’’ and ‘‘little Ben,’’ and 
to Secretary Blaine as ‘‘the jingo sec- 
retary,’’ and so forth, they are doing 
good party service and belittling the 
administration; but they are not. They 
are simply writing themselves down as 
boors. Benjamin Harrison is not the 
President of the Republican party, but 
of the Nation. As our Chief Executive 
it becomes the duty of every loyal citi- 
zen to maintain the dignity of his posi- 
tion within reasonable limits. Party 
rancor, hatred and spleen may be given 
great latitude in a political campaign, 
but there is a point beyond which they 
may not go indealing with the estab- 
lished authority of the United States 
without exciting a protest from every 
loyal citizen, be he Democrat or Re- 
After all, we are Amer- 
icans; Wwe believe in our institutions; 
we know that the incumbent in any 
public position is the representative of 
the people, and holds for a brief time a 
sacred trust. His individuality is swal- 
lowed up and rendered insignificant ; 
his political importance is everything. 
Anybody who would pick out a wart on 
the President’s neck or a mole on his 
chin, orany other physical character- 
istic aS a popular subject of attack, 
shows, in the first place, that heisa 
boor; secondly, that he has no adequate 
comprehension of the dignity of re- 
publican institutions.

The heaviest gale that has visited 
Southern Califortia for years swept 
down on Los Angelés and vicinity early 
yesterday morning. The wind began 
to blow briskly between 8 and 4 o’clock 
Thursday morning, continuing all day. 
It increased after nightfall and at 1:15 
o’clock yesterday morning it attained a 
velocity of twenty-six miles an hour. 
From this time on the wind kept up, 
and attained the maximum velocity, 
twenty-eight miles an hour, at 7:25 
o’clock, from which time it steadily de- 
creased until 1 p.m., at which time the 
breeze had almost entirely died out. 

NO DAMAGE I® THE CITY. 

Comparatively speaking, no damage 
was done inthecity. In the business 
section a few signs and awnings were 
blown down, but all the buildings es- 
caved injury. In the residence portion 
there was some trifling damage, but 
nothing of a serious character. A few 
shade and fruit trees were blown down, 
some window glass was broken and sev- 
eralfences laid low. The chimney of 
E. Galbraith’s residence on Angeleiio 
Heights was blown off, and the structure 
slightly moved on. the foundations. 
Among other minor casualties reported 
were the following: A small unoc- 
cupied frame house on First street near 
Bellevue avenue, belonging to Mrs. M. 
A. Nelson, was blown over and badly 
wrecked. The tin roof on the two-story 
frame building just west of the viaduct 
on First street was lifted up and carried 
across the street intoa vacant lot. The 
First street ball park fence facing First 
street was blown down. . The house of 
Fred Baker, an attorney, who resides 
on Primrose avenue, East Los Angeles, 
was blown down, .and several small 
houses near the County Hospital were 
demolished. Fortunately no one was 
killed, or even injured. 

The fire-alarm wires were partially 
demoralized, but by hard work they 
were kept in such condition that there 
was no interruption.. In a few cases 
telephone wires were blown down, but 
the damage was soo repaired: The 
telegraph company, however, did not 
fare so well, for while there were no 
breaks in the city there was trouble on 
the lines outside, and for a time com- 
munication was entirely cut off and no 
afternoon press reports were received. 

REPORTS FROM OUTSIDE DISTRICTS. 

At an early hour reports from outside 
districts began to come in, and as usual 
were greatly exaggerated. It was at 
first stated that Pasadena had been de- 
stroyed, but later this,was contradicted. 
Although the’ damiage at this place, 
which appears to have been’ directly in 
the path of the storm, is very great, 
the little city is not knocked out,«by a 
great deal. 
severe in the San Fernande Valley and 
the Glendale district, av@ much damage 
was done to buildings as well as to 
orchards. Passengers by the Santa Fé 
all report more or less damage along 
the line between this city and San Ber- 
nardino, especially +e _theorange or- 
chards. 

BURNED TO ee

AT GLENDALE. 

At Glendale several disasters oc- 
curred, none of which, fortunately, 
were attended by fatalities.. The front 
of Dutton's store was demolished, and 
the roof of Lehman's blacksmith shop 
was lifted from the building, while 
Barney's store was totally destroyed by 
fire, which served to increase the ex- 
citement. By a stroke-of good fortune 
the family escaped from the building 
unscathed, but their effects were totally 
‘lost. 

Reports from the outalae districts are 
somewhat meager, but so far as can be 
learned two small houses which were 
completely wrecked constitute the sum 
totalof the damage at Eagle Rock, 
with the exception of course of the loss 
of the orange crop. 


One of the most miraculous escapes 


during the storm was that experienced 


. by the family of- John -Dewing at Ver- 


dugo. The house in which they were 
all assembled was ifted - bodily from its 
foundation and cotlapsed several feet 
away, completely wrecking the interior 
of the structure, yet, strange to relate, 
not one of the family was seriously hurt, 
their injuries being confined. to a few 
cuts and bruises. 

R. G. Doyle, foreman of Judge Ross's 
ranch at Verdugo furnishes the follow- 
ing additional details: 

Atenement house on Judge Ross’s 
place, one-fourth of a mile from his 
residence, was blown down... Two men 
got out in their blankets. __ 

A two-story building at “Glendale 
built for Judge Ross as a blacksmith 
shop with a hall above “was wrecked. 
It is now propped up. 

A two-story house belonging to three 
voung men inthe city was “blown off 
the foundation and wrecked. Two 
barns were also wrecked. 

A cottage of four rooms Was blown 
off the foundatien and partially un- 
roofed. 

The top of the main steeple and 

parlor chimney of St. Hilda's Hall were 
blown off and seven or eight windows 
wrecked. 

6x12, in Dnutton’s 
store was blown out, and the tin roof 
rolled up and blown: half distance 
from the store to: the depot. 

At Judge Ross's residence five or six 
window lights were broken, and other 
buildings more or less injured.

NO DAMAGE AT MONTE VISTA.

AT AZUSA. 

At Azisa the storm was very severe 
and orange orchards were badly dam- 
aged. It was reported that the freight 
shed had been blown down and other 
buildings damaged. The barn on Spald- 
ing’s ranch was completely demolished. 

THE OLD MISSIONS. 

It was reported that the.old missions 
at San Gabriel and San Fernando were 
badly damaged but the full extent of

AT MONROVIA 

The Holiness Church of Monrovia was 
wrenched from its foundation. The 
steeple of the Baptist Church was badly 
ae Some of it was carried away. 
The Methodist Church also came in for 
severe treatment. The interior was 
badly demoralized by reason of great 
quantities of plaster. 

A colored family was deprived of a 
home in an instant. They were asleep 
when the gale picked up their house 
and carried it some distance. They 
were left in the middle of the floor. 
They found relief at a neighbor's house. 

Many barns and small buildings were 
either shattered or blown . down, 
Three coaches onthe Rapid Transit road 
were blown from the track. The morn- 
ing train from Monrovia did not arrive 
here till quite late in the forenoon. 

Considerable damage was also done at 
Alhambra, Garvanza and other points 
in that vicinity. 

FATALLY HURT. 

C, A. Bonek, a laboring man, was! 
brought in on the Southern Pacific local 
from Colton last evening with a broken 
back. Abarnfellon him during the 
storm night before last, and as nothing 
could be done for him he was strapped 
so a board and sent to his home in this 
city. 

He was met at the Arcade depot by 
the police patrol wagon and sent to his 
home at No. 1011 South Olive street, 
when medical aid was called in and 
everything possible was done for him, 
but his chances for recovery are very 
slim. 

AT THE WEATHER BUREAU. 

Observer Franklin was seen by a 
TIMES reporter yesterday afternoon and 
stated that yesterday’s ‘‘blow’’ was not 
the heaviest that Los Angeles had ex- 
perienced by a great deal. The maxi- 
mum velocity of the ‘wind was only 
twenty-eight miles an hour, whereas on 
January 8, 1882,’ there was a storm 
when the wind reached a velocity of 
forty-eight miles anhour. On thiseday 
the weather was clear, as inthe pres- 
ent case. At this time the Southern 
Pacific depot was unroofed and consid- 
erable damage was done. Four years 
ago, December 14, 1887, there was 
another big blow, when- the Canada 
Hotel went down. 

When asked if he~ regarded ‘the 
“blow”? as the. forerunner of rain Mr. 
Franklin said thete were no indications 
of rain at this time, »There was an area 
of high barometric pressure north and 
east, and: in Southern: California the 
barometer was low, ‘which caused a 
vacuum and the air ‘rushed in, ‘causing 
a cyclonic. movement: ‘The ‘humidity 
yesterday..morning was only $15 per 
cent., which was very near absolute 
dryness. Mr. Franklin said he had re- 
ceived no reports, owing to trouble with 
the wires, but he did not anticipate any 
further disturbances. ©

AT PASADENA. 


The Town Swept by the Heaviest Wind- 
storm in Its History, 

Said Policeman Robins to Night 
Watchman Orr, as he pointed to the 
setting moon at the witching hour of 2 
yesterday morning: ‘Something seri- 
ous is going to happen.’’ 

Policeman Robins was right. Less 
than half an hourafter he had spoken 
thus Night Watchman Orr replied out 
of the fullness of his heart: ‘‘Officer 
Robins, let us seek shelter,’’ and together 
Pasadena’s faithful guardians of the 
peace hurried with all possibje dispatch 
from Raymond avenue to Wiley & Gree- 
ley’s stable. 

It was at this hour that.the most seri- 
ous storm that has ever visited Pasa- 
dena and vicinity made its appearance, 
and before it had spent itself almost 
incalculable damage had been done. 
There was no rain, but beneath a cloud- 


asserted their mighty powerin a man- 
ner most emphatic. 

The north wind that raged all day 
Thursday showed no signs of abating 
when night approached. During the 
evening and early part of the night it 
blew on with unabated vigor, making 
it decidedly unpleasant out of doors, so 
that the streeets were almost deserted. 
Early yesterday morning the moon set 
under strange atmospheric conditions, 
which caused Officer Robins’s prophetic 
soulto scent something decidedly dan- 
gerous. By 2:30 o’clock a veritable 
hurricane had struck the town. For 
three hours the gale lasted and when it 
passed over untold damage had been 
done to residence and business property 
andtoorchards. 

WHERE DESCRIPTION FAILS, 

It is impossible to describe the storm 
or the damage it wrought. A list of 
the property owners w ho suffered loss 
and the orchards devastated gives no 
hint of the general air of desolation. 
Trees divested of their verdure, lawns 


shorn of their handsomest bits 
of ornamentation, streets denuded 
of their shade trees, and ‘the 


wind blowing furiousiy, made yesterday 
seem very like a bleak wintry day back 
East, and made Pasadena resemble 
closely some far-northern New England 
town. 

IN THE BUSINESS SECTION. 

The damage was particularly notice- 
able in the business portion of town. 
Central Colorado street yesterday morn- 
ing presented a most unusual sight. In 
front of the San Gabriel V alley Bank 
was heaped a huge mass of tin—the 
roof of Williams’ Hali that had been 
stripped from the top of the building as 
if it had been so much paper. A short 
distance west was another massive 
jumble of roofing which the wind had 
torn from the top of James Smith's 
Arcade Block and deposited consider- 
ately on the street where it could be 
easily hauled away. On East Colorado 
street, beyond Raymond avenue, the 
greater portion of the .roof over the 
new brick business block was torn off 
and landed on the opposite side of the

$300. R. Williams’s property was 
damaged to considerable extent. Jus- 
tis Brockway had several large win- 
dows broken in his block, corner Ma- 
rengo avenue and Colorado street, and 
numerous other property owners and 
merchants were damaged to a greater 
or less extent. In the Brunswick bil- 
liard hall, which had just been repa- 
pered, the paper was almost entirely 
stripped from the walls. Several win- 
dows were broken at the Carlton and 
some of the iron’ roof ornamentations 
blown off; otherwise the hotel suffered 
no damage. So much for the strictly 
business section. 
THE CHURCHES SUFFER. 

The churches suffered severely from 
the storm. 

The Methodist Church, which hand- 
some structure has long graced the 
corner of Marengo avenue and Colorado 
street, was almost completely wrecked. 
All night long the pastor, Rev, J. W. 
Phelps, and family anticipated the 
catastrophe that was to follow and re- 
mained out of doors much of. the time, 
fearing that the parsonage which ad- 
joins the church would be damaged. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock when the, storm 
had reached its height, the crash came. 
The steeple on the northwest corner 
was blown over. It struck the center 
of the roof and the entire roof with the 
steeple on top of it caved into the main 
auditorium, shattering the furniture and 


side walls beyond the possibility of re- | 


pair. The building was viewed yester- 


day by hundreds of visitors -and many 


photographs were taken of the ruins. 
The damages will amount to from 
$12,000 to $15,000. 

Not many minutes later the spire on 
the Presbyterian church succumbed 
to the gale. Fortunately it fellin the 
direction of the street, so that the 
church suffered no other damage. 

The Christian Church on South De- 
lacy street was pretty nearly entirely 
demolished. Fortunately the _ roof 
stood firm when it struck the ground 
and formed a safe covering to most of. 
the furniture. The damage will amount 
to about $5000. 

The North .Pasadena Congregational 
Church is literaily razed to the ground. 
The building and furniture are total 
wrecks. ° The loss will foot up to about 
$1200. The German church in the 
vicinity of the Devil’s Gate is twisted 
considerably from its normal condition, 
but can be righted without much trou- 
ble. The other churches were not 
damaged to any extent. 

DESTRUCTION ELSEWHERE. 

A two-story building on Broadway, 
near Kansas street, collapsed. It was 
used as a stable by C. S. Frost, and a 


valuable gray horse was crushed to 
death instantly. Several vehicles 
and a_ bicycle were de- 


stroyed. Farther south on Broad- 
way several huge. evergreen trees in 
front of E. C. Webster’s residence were 
blown down. A cottage near by be- 
longing to T. C. Lynch was moved from 
its moorings. On’ Marengo avenue 
many of the fine pepper trees fell vic- 
tim tothe blast. Rev. James Kelso’s 
house, now in the course of construc- 
tion on Madisonavenue, was blown com- 
pletely off its foundations. The steam 
laundry building on Wilson avenue is a 
total wreck. The roof of the Star 
building on Union street was made to 
cut up high jinks. A two-story house 
on Lincoln avenue belonging to Charles 
French was demolished and F. L. Wil- 
son’s residence on Old Fair Oaks ave- 
nue was blown off its foundation. A 
small house belonging to Dr. Thomas, 
located near the Painter car barn, was 
razed to the ground. The roof of the 
car barn was swept away and numerous 
small buildingsin the same xictnity 
were destroy ed. " 
The Painter escaped with but little'" 


damage. The Raymond was less for- 
tunate. Three high chimneys on the 
west side were blown down. They 
crashed through the porch . roof, 
through the floor of the porch 
and landed in the basement. 
The kitchen roof was ruf- 


fled up considerably and the hay-shed 
was blown over. Mostof the guests sat 
up the greater part of the night, not 
knowing exactly what woald happen

At Hotel Green the guests spent sev- 
eral ..hours_on the ground floor waiting | 
for something to drop, but happily their 
fears were not realized. The tempo- 
rary kitchen on the north side was 
somewhat battered up, but things were

Olivewood store building was unroofed 
and a house inthe same vicinity, be- 
longing to J. G. Shoup, blown down. A 
house on Dayton street, belonging to E. 
L. Johnson, was completely wrecked, 
the fronts were blown out of several 
frame buildings along South Fair Oaks 
avenue, formerly occupied as stores, 
and a sad plight was made of China- 
town, many of the celestials’ flimsy 
residences quickly succumbing to the 
gale. Numerous barns outside of town 
were blown down. Some of the tele- 
graph and electric-light poles were 
leveled to the ground and a large force 
of men were kept busily engaged all 
There was 
a great demand for roofers and window 
men. The hardware’ stores were 
thronged with window-glass purchasers 
and some difficulty was experienced in 
meeting the demand. 

A SLEEPLESS NIGHT. 

The above may help to convey to an 
outsider some faint idea of the destruc- 
tion done to property in Pasadena on. 
the night of December 10-11. The 
statement will readily be believed that 
few people slept. The early morning 
One 
prominent citizen went with his family 
at 3 o’clock a.m. to his barn and spent 
remainder of the night there. 
Others remained up, pacing ‘the’ rooms 
and halls, not knowing when their 
homes would topple in upon them. 

The oldest settlers say that no such 
storm ever before visited Pasadena. 
But little business was done yesterday, 
but.the streets were thronged with peo- 
ple. many of whom had driven in from 
the country to take in the sights. 

The electric lights were not in work- 
ing order last night, which cempelled 
many of the stores to close at dark. 
The wind blew briskly and the streets 
were almost deserted-after sunset. 

ORANGES SUFFER.

But Little Damage Reported—Church at

The blustering north wind which be- 
gan at 6 o’clock Thursday mgrning con- 
tinued almost without intermission till 
late yesterday afternoon, when its fe- 
rocity was tamed somewhat and it was 
not such an uncomfortable undertaking 
to venture out on the’ streets as it’had 
been. Although the people of San Ber- 
nardino were put to some inconven- 
ience by the ‘‘norther’’ they comforted 
themselves in the thought that they 
were not the only community visited by 
it, The western end of San Bernar- 
dino county, seems to have suffered 
most, though from all reports the storm 
Was not as severe at any point in this 
county asit was further west in Los 
Angeles. 

At North Ontario the Presbyterian 
Church, a newly-erectéd® structure, was 


blown to the ground and totally de-. 


stroyed. The church was a_ flimsy 
building, and was a fair mark for the 
winds. The loss will be about $2000. 
In the same town the roof of the Sto- 


well Block was blown off. Tuis build-- 


ing was occupied as the postofiice. 

At Ontario considerable damage was 
done to orange trees, a number being 
uprooted and destroyed in new orchards.

A 
good deal of fruit is on the ground, but 
the oranges that fell were mostly culls, 
or otherwise inferior fruit that would 
not have been worth assorting anyway. 

The only thing that saved a greater 
loss to the growers was the fact that 
the oranges are mostly yet green and 
consequently firmly tixed upon the tree. 
No damage to buildings of any conse- 
quence occurred .as far as can be ascer 
tained in this vicinity.

Lonvon, Dec, 11.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.] If 
the rurai conference which opened yes- 
terday in London represented with ab- 
solute fidelity the spirit of the agricul- 
_ tural element of Great Britain the 
countfy would be on the eve of a social 
and political revolution. No assemblage 
of supposed representative men ever 
held in England displayed such en- 
venomed hostility to parsons and land 
Ow®ers. Delegates boasting themselves 
as persistent parson-fighters and de- 
nouncing s uire tyranny were cheered 
to the echo, and their scornful allusions 
to the patronizing airs of the clergy 
toward rural inhabitants were keenly 
relished. The entire sympathy of the 
conference was reserved for the motto: 
‘Down with Church and Landlord!”’ 
‘But it would be misleading to infer 
from the character of the conference 
that the rural poor has deserted the 
church en masse or have become in- 
fused with political designs against the 
squirarchy. The conference. while in- 
dicating clearly and actively an exist- 
ent force to be encountered in the com- 
ing elections, owes its great importance 
tq its foreshadowing the future agricul- 
tural policy. When the spirit ‘of the 
delegates permeates the electorate the 
hereditary privileges of landlordism 
and churchism will vanish. 

GLADSTONE DISAPPOINTS THE LIBERALS. 

Gladstone’s speech was a distinct dis- 
appointment today, many delegates ex- 
pecting that a definite assurarce in re- 
gard to the Liberal programme would 
be declared and would include 
some of their aspirations. Some 
men who urged the immediate applica- 
tion to England of the principles of the 
fixity of tenure and free sale, and others 
who wanted the abolition of primogeni- 
ture and limitation to the size of estates, 
got only enlarge? allusions to the New- 
castle programme. Gladstone spoke 
throughout as a leader who was sympa-. 
thetic, but doomed not to lead ina 
struggle in which his hearers were most 
concerned. 

The chairman's incidental referénce 
to Gladstone’s projected trip to Biar- 
ritz, as ‘‘a journey to that beautiful 
land,’’ was misinterpreted by the audi- 
ence and brought tears to-many eyes. 
The allusion to the limitation of his 
physical powers and his sensibility of 
the disadvantages in which his party 
was placed, owing to his advanced 
years, caused renewed sneer among 
his hearers, » 

Gladstone and his wife will start on 
their trip on Tuesday morning and will 
reach Paris on Tuesday eVening. 

POOR PUKE OF CLARENCE. 

ArrangementsS for the ‘marriage of 
the Duke of Clarence and Avondale 
were, it is understood, discussed by the 
cabinet today. Although the act of 
1889 bears a peculiar’ grant to the 
Duke, the ministers hold that a dowry 
can be voted the Princess. Gladstone 
and wife called at Marlborough House 
today to offer congratulations on the 
betrothal. 

The Queen gave a dinner at Windsor 
tonight to the Duke of Clarence, Prin- 
cess Victoria Mary and the whole Teck 
family. Current stories that the be- 
trothal is due to the Duke of Clarence’s 
persistent love under great opposition 


do not agree with the court reports. | 


On the contrary it is known that the 
Duke of Clarence has long been 
enamored of. Princess Helene of 
Orleans and that two years ago 
he personally declared his passion to 
the Compte de "aris and received assu- 
rances that Princess’ Helene recipro- 
cated his love and both her father and 
mother approved the match, Princess 
Helene then went to Rome to put the 
question of a change of religion as an 
absolute necessity before the Pope, who 
told her it would be impossible that 
such a change should obtain his remot- 
est sympathy. The position remained 
unsettled until the Prince and Princess 
of Wales became alarmed over the 
chance of the Duke of. Fife nearing the 
throne. Pressure was then put on the 
Duke of Clarence on every side, family, 
and cabinet reasons being adduced 
against an alliance with the house of 
France. This pressure led to his ac- 
ceptance of. Princess Victoria Mary, 
whom he has shown a lik- 
ng. 

3 LONDON NOTES.

THE TRADE WINDS. 


What Makes Them?—The Belt of Calms— 
The Sun’s Rays. _ 
[Goldthwaite’s Geographical Magazine.] 
The effect of the sun’s rays is ata 
maximum in the equatorial regions, 
where they fail nearly vertically upon 
the earth throughout the year. Here 
the air is constantly heated to a higher 


degree than elsewhere, and hereit con-| 


stantly ascends, drawing in the adjoin- 
ing air from the colder regions north 
and south in two great surface currents. 
The impulse of this draught is 
felt 20U00° miles away, and across 
all the intervening distance the 
trade winds sweep toward the 
Belt of Calms. If the draught 
created by the upward flow near the 
equator were the only force involved 
the winds would blow from north and 
south instead of from northeast and 
southeast. But the whole atmosphere 
is inrevolution with the earth from 
west to east; and at any given point 
with the velocity of the earth at that 
point. This velocity, in any latitude 
north or south, is less than at the: equa- 
tor, since, the circumference of the 
earth is less, and therefore the 
distance through which a point on its 
surface passes in a giventime. Thus, 
while a point at the equator moves 
through twenty-four thousand miles in 
a day, a point on the parallel of 60° 
moves through only half that distance. 
‘the trade winds begin at about the 
thirtieth parallel of latitude. At the 
instant where a particle of air in this 
litatude yields to the impulse that. draws 
it toward the equator, it is already 
in motion to the eastward, but with 
a velocity less than that of any 
part of the earth’s surface over 
which it has te pass in its journey 
tothe Belt of Calms. Hence, as it 


moves south or north toward this belt, 


it is constantly lagging behind. The 
earth whirls past beneath it to the east- 
ward, giving to the air an apparent mo- 
tion to the west. The effect of this 
teature is less marked as the equator is 
approached, because here the parallels 
are more nearly of the same length. 
Thus, at the end of their course, the 
trades blow nearly due north and south; 
and where they meet, neutralize each 
other, producing the Belt of Calms that 
has been referredto. ‘This belt has an 
average breadth of six degrees of lati- 
tude, but is so variable that at times it 
seems to be wiped out entirely. It is 
not unusual for a ship that has lain be- 
calmed there for days to see another 
coming up to her with every sail filled 
by the trade wind, which now suddenly 


sweeps across until it actually mingles | 


with the opposite trade, the shift from 
one to the other coming almost in- 
stantaneously in a violent but short- 
lived squall. Noristhe calm belt con- 
stant iu position.

Resolved, by the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, that this body most heartily in- 
dorses the unequivocal pos:tion taken by the 


gress in relation to the Nicaragua Canal,” 
recommending the early completion of this 
most important commercial highway 
through a guarantee of the bonds of the 
canal company by the United States Gov- 
erument, and the consequent govern-, 
mental control and supervision of the canal. 

Resolved, that this chamber récognizes 
the present gigantic struggle among the 
foremost nations of the earth to secure,’ 
each for itself, commercial advantages.

THE SPORTSMAN. 


Bass Fishing in the Guadalupe--Enjoy- 
ment al Fresco. 
[Senator Vest-in Forest and Stream. 

Forty miles from the historic and 
unique city of San Antonio with its 
Alamo, and Missions and Mexican plaza, 
are the Guadalupe Mountains, through 
which flows the river of that name 
gurgling, leaping and frolicking like a 
rivulet, until it settles down into a calm, 
majestic river of the plains and placidly 
pours its waters inte the gulf. 

These mountains, as they are called, 
although they are really only hills, are 
1600 feet above the ocean, and the 
temperature in summer is from twelve 
to fifteen degrees lower than in San An- 
tonia. The air is dry and absolutely 
pure, without a suspicion of malaria. 
There is a tradition in the neighbor- 
hood that a nomadic physician once 
settled in Waring, a station on the Ar- 
kansas Pass Railroad, which runs 
through the mountains, and built him 
an office, but after six months without a 
patient he left in disgust. As a resort 
for persons afflicted with throat or lung 
disease it isunequaled. Deer. turkeys, 
quail and squirrel can be found every- 
where, The .valleys are very fertile 
and produce large crops of corn, cot- 
ton, oats and wheat, while the mount- 
ains afford fine grazing, and are cov- 
ered with live oak, pecan and post oak 
trees. Water fac and sweet is abund- 
ant. 

We caught our minnows near the 
ranch house in Syster Creek, a tributary 
of the Guadalupe River, and after a 
five-miles ride reached the mouth of 
Cypress Creek, whereowe proposed to 
fish. It was an ideal spot for the fisher- 
man, and we hurriedly jointed our rods, 
and adjusted reels’ and ‘lines for the 
sport. 

The side of the iver on which we 
stood was level,-with thick weeds and 
undergrowth on the banks, except in 
one place where an open, gravelly beach 
sloped to a clear pool, at the foot of 
which the water dashed over a cascade 
as beautiful and romantic as the falls 
of Minnehaha. On the opposite side of 
the tiver rose a wall of rock several 
hundred feet high with miniature caves 
and pinnacles jutting from the face, and 
evergreens hoiding a precarious footing 
It was a wild 
scene, seldom visited by man; one of 
those nooks yet left where the crash 
and roar of civilization cannot be heard. 

What interested us-for the time, how- 
ever, far more than the scenery, was 
the sight fof ia some of them quite 
large, floatimg lazily in the pool and 
utterly indifferent to our presence. It 
was evident that they had not seen 


enough of our predatory race to be ap-- 


prehensive of danger. My friend, J. M. 
George of San Antonio made the first 
cast, and immediately hooked a large- 
mouthed black bass weighing a pound 
or perhaps a quarter more, which he 
landed without ceremony. 

Gen. Russ of San Antonio, an experi- 
enced and energetic sportsman, had 
instinctively sought the..place where 
the little watertall promised a con- 
genial home for bass, and ina few mo- 
ments had caught quite a string, but 
none of large size. 

Your correspondent, after catching a 
few small fisn, wandered up the stream 
and soon found deep water in a long 
pool with lilies and other aquatic 
plants dotting the surface. My tried 
and reliable split bamboo rod had been 
left in Missouri, for [ had not expected 
to use it on the trip, and I had borrowed 
a showy-jointed cane from Gen. Russ, 
which was fair to look upon, but as de- 
ceitful and uncertain as some ‘other ob- 
jects of alluring appearance well known 
to all of us in our youta, After making 
one or two casts witna large chub for 
bait, the objective point being an eddy 
below a rock, the exact spot was 
reached, and, with the rush of a great 
bass, he was hooked and fighting for 
life. - 

T have caught many large fish and 
game ones, but never did I teel one that 
proved himself of royal blood more dis- 
tinctly than this monarch of the 
Guadalupe. With nerves strung and 
blood tingling I watched every point 
in the fight and was confident of 
victory, butin trying to prevent the 
fish from reaching some roots and brush 
{ was forced to give him the butt of tne 
rod, when the treacherous joint next to 
the tip snapped and the prize escaped. 
lt is useless to dwell upon the disgusting 


| memory or to spend time conjecturing 


what the fish weighed. He is gone, 


thanks to that gaudy: cheat of a rod, 


and if'I have any wish to express on 
the subject now it is that I could hook 
and play fora few moments the fellow 
who made the rod. 

We had brought. with us from the 
ranch the necessary cooking utensils. 
and our colored driver, lke, than whom 
a better outdoor cook or more worthy 


/ man does not live. soon had readv a 


dinner of fried fish fresh from ice-cold 
water, with bread, butter and strong 
coffee; which **would have put an appe- 
tite in the jaws of death.’ 

My rod was past soca g, but after 
dinner I wandered again up the river. 
and near some water lilies hooked a 
three-pounder which I landed after a 
hard fight with one joint of the rod 
gone. Altogether we caught thirty 
bass, and as the last ravs of the sun 
kissed the tree tops in the valley 
started for the ranch. 

There-is nothing startling or pictur- 
esque in our day’s experience, but I can- 
not resist contributing the simple un- 
eventful story. Eyery true fisherman 
will appreciate my motive.

Railroad Notes—Trainmen Make

The railroads of this region suffered 
considerably from the windstorm. The 
Southern Pacific between Los Angeles 
and Colton to the east, and Los Angeles 
and Newhall to the north, was strewn 
with fallen telegraph poles. The wires 
between the points named were nearly 
all down and train dispatching had to 
be done by schedule and smoke. The 
Santa Fé suffered in a similar manner 
between this city and San Bernardino, 
though no complete report of damages 
had been received up to last evening. 
The Terminal road suffered in a variety 
of wavs. As this road has no telegraph 
poles up yet for the winds to dally with 
other property was attacked. ‘T'wo sta- 
tion buildings on the Altadena branch— 
at Painter and Arroyo Grande—were 
blown away. On the line to Long 
Beach and San Pedro the road was 
made impassable in places..by great 
gaps blown in the sand ballasting. The 
winds had in places played mischief 
with the roadbed. It is thought that 
the losses by each of the roads named 
will count up pretty well when the re- 
turns are all in. : 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC AT SAN PEDRO. 

At 3 o’clock Thursday afternoon one 
of the Wilmington Transportation Com- 
pany’s lighters, carrying a pile-driver 
and crew, suddenly made its appear- 
ance at the south end of the Southern 
Pacific.Company’s wharf in San Pedro 
and work was at once commenced at 
driving a single row of piles in a south- 


erly direc ion from the present termi- 


nus of the Southern Pacific wharf. The 
work was started so suddenly and has 
been pushed with so much vigor that it 
is quite evident there is something in 
the wind. The Wilmington Transpor- 
tation Company’s pile-driver worked 
all night, andthe freight train which 
usually leaves San Pedro at 5 a.m. was 
dispatched at 2 a.m. and returned 
from Los Angeles at an early hour 
yesterday morning with another pile- 


driver and crew, which were started at. 


work during the day. The water front 
on which this extension of the South- 
ern Pacific Company’s wharf is being 


built is claimed by the city of San 


Pedro, and the municipal authorities 
were about ready to build a small piece 
of wharf there for a boat landing and 
ferry slip, and the action of the South- 
ern Pacific people in extending their 
wharves at this time, when they have 
really a good deal more wharf room 
than they have any use for, is evidently 
for the purpose of preventing the city 
from using any portion of the water 
front which may be available for a 
ferry landing. A committee of the 
Board of Trustees came to Los Angeles 
for the purpose of getting legal advice 
as to what can be done to frevent the 
Southern Pacific Company from taking 
possession of the disputed water front- 
age.

SAN DIEGO'S TRUNK LINE. 

C. J. Fox, a San Diego civil engineer, 
writes to the Sun of that city picking 
flaws with the statements of ex-Con- 
gressman Vandever regarding the feas- 
ibility of building a railroad eastward 
from Bay'n-climate. Mr. Fox. with 
Vandever, asserts 
that the United States military en- 
gineers who surveyed the country ‘about 
forty vears ago knew very little about 
railroad building with all its possibili- 
ties of the present day. At that time 
railroad building was comparatively in 
its infancy. No engineer would have 
dared to undertake such works as the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railroad through 
the Marshall Pass, or the Colorado Mid- 
land or California and Oregon over the 
Siskiyou Mountains, or the Brooklyn 
bridge, or many other enterprises since 
successfully built. Four per cent. grades 
and thirty degree curves would have 
been considered absurdities. These fact: 
he cites to excuse their decision that no 
road could be built over the mountains 
of San Diego county. He asserts thata 
railroad can be built from San Eiego in 
an easterly direction threugh the Ca- 
jon, Santa Ysabel and Warner's ranch 
tothe summit of Warner’s Pass, and 
from there down through the San 
Felipe to the level of the Colorado des- 
ert. The grades and curves would not, 
be heavier than those of the Southern 
Pacific or the Santa fk. The cost on 100 
miles would not exceed the average of 
mountain roads and would be verv far 
below the Colorado roads. <A _ railroad 
could also be built from Los Angeles by 


way of Temescal! and its tin mines, 
Temecula, Aguanga and Warner's 


ranch to Warner's Pass to an inter- 
section with the road from San Diego. 
This route would be even more favor- 
able than the other and would open up 
a large and fertile region, whose trade 
might be competed for by Los Angeles 
and San Diego. From the edge of the 
Colorado Desert, atthe mouth of the 
San Felipe, there is an open, nearly 
level route to Dos Palmos on the South- 
ern Pacific Raiiroad and to Ehrenberg 
on the Colorado River, from which con- 
nection can be made easily to Phoenix 
in the Salt River Valley, Arizona and 
on to St. Louis or New Orleans.

JUDGE WIDNEY ON FINANCE. 


His Resolution U nanimously Indorsed by 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

At the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce last evening Judge R. M. 
Widney offered the following resolu- 
tion, which received the unanimous vote 
of the California Bankers’ Association 
at Los Angeles, March 13, 1891, and 
it was unanimously indorsed by a vote 
of the chamber: 

Resolved, that this convention respect- 
fully request Congress at its next session 
to devise a uniform money system for the 
people of the United States. with the gold 
dollar as a standard or unit of value. using 
gold, silver and currency fora circulating 
medium, in a sufficient volume totully meet 
and keep pace with the growing wants of 
the business of the country: founding the 
issue of currency upon the wealth of the 
whole Nation; making gold, silver and cur- 
rency a legal tender and exchangeable at 
par on demand, and fixing by a constitu- 
tional amendment the legality of such a 
circ ulating medium and preventing the 
dangers of inflation, contraction, repudia- 
tion or change in the standard of value, 

Judge Widney has also received the 
following letter from Senator John Sher- 
man of Ohio, bearing on the currency 
question. which has never before been 
published: 

MANSFIELD (O.,) June 22, 1891. 

Hon. R. M. Widney—My DEAR SiR: Your 
interesting letterof the 143th inst. has been 
carefully read in connection with your ad- 
dress before the Commercial Congress at 
Kansas City. Like you. I have been a stu- 
dent of all these financial questions andl 
agree witb you that the free coinage of sil- 
ver will not give the slightest relief to 
either the rea! or fancied difficulties of the 
time.lagree that the currency question 
should be dealt with entirely by the United 
States and not by the States, and that some 
general sy stem must be devised to 
supersede the national banks, which, 
though excellent in many _ respects. 
must surrender their circulating note= 
whenthe government bords are paid. I 
also agree that only goid and silver can be 
made the ultimate standard of value, but 
that forconvenience of circulation credit 
money in some form must exist to an 
amount necessary for the business of the 
country, that it must be promptly redeem- 
able in gold and silver and that it should 
rest alone upon the authority of the gov- 
ernment. Asto a constitutional amend- 
ment, whileitis the best way to accom- 
plish a thorough change in our financial 
system Ido not think that itis practicable 
under the terms of the Constitution, which 
require the consent of two-thirds of both 
houses of Congress and three fourths of the 
States. Achange in the Constitution can 
only be brought about by some great con- 
vuision or wgr. Whether Congress can, 
under its limited authority. devise any 
national system of currency is a question 
otdoubt. Certain'itisthatit cannot do it 
now while the wild ideas ‘of issuing an al- 
most unlimited amount of paper money 
and loaning it to the people at! per cent. 
| prevails.

THE TORREY ART RECEPTION. 

A large number of art lovers found 
their way yesterday up to the top floor 
of the California Bank building, where 
Eugene Torrey, the artist, held a re- 
ception. Nearly all of Mr. Torrey’s 
work represents life abroad. One of 
the most striking paintings is a copy 
of Jules Brenton’s famous picture ‘‘The 
Gleaners.’' The peasant women laden 
with their sheaves are hastening from 
the harvest field in obedience to: the 
call‘of the guard, and over all is the 
wonderful afterglow of a brilliant sun- 
get. 

Another painting of especial interest 
is ‘‘The Town Crier.’ which is a faith- 
ful interpretation of street life ina rural 
French village. The mayor has just 
issued a proclamation and the old 
crier is readingit toa crowd of peas- 
ants gathered about him representing 
all phases of life—the corpulent washer-- 
woman, the cook with the long loaf of 
French bread under her arm, the flower 
merchant with his barrow full of potted 
plants andinthe center of the motley 
hie towers the tall form of a French 

ragoon in gay military uniform. It 
is interesting to know that all these 
people represented were personally 
| known to Mr. Torrey. 

There are glimpses of high life in 
Paris, street scenes and an evening 
scene of the sphynx in Egypt with the 
shepherds camping beneathits shadow. 
Mr. Torrey shows an original sketch of 
Rosa Bonheur'’s which he bought in 
1876 of an old Frenchman, a former 
servant of Bonheur’s at Fontainebleau. 
The canvas is worn entirely through in 
places and the paint is falling off, but 
the white ox is perfect. His great soft 
eyes are turned toward the beholder as 
he moves obedient to the orders of the 
driver, whoguides the yoke with sus- 
pended whip. : 

In another room is a collection of ex- 
quisite water colors, the style of paint- 
ing now so much invogue. The color- 
ing is rfect, and the subjects are 
largely French peasants, fisher girls in 
all sorts of graceful poses, and views 
along the Normandy coast. A large 
painting facing the entrance, beauti- 
fully executed, represents the Italian 
national dance—the Tarantelle. This 
was taken from life near Naples. Of 
local pictures the one, ‘‘Fate of the 
Prize Chrysanthemum,’’ is the most 
taking. It represents Mrs. T. A. Lewis’ 
two pet dogs, an English pug and 
‘“‘“Mick,’?> who are haying a- regular 
pitch battle in the conservatory among 
the chrysanthemums, to the complete 
devastation of the flowers. The vicious 
look on ‘‘Mick’s”’ face is true to the dog 
nature which ‘‘delights to bark and 
bite.”’

PUBLIC WORKS. 


— ‘ 
Recommendations Adopted by the Board 
at Yesterday's Meeting. 

The regular weekly meeting of the 
Board of Public Works was held yester~ 
day, when the following report was 
adopted: 

Recommend that the petition from John 
Maskell et al., to. have Thirtieth street 
graded, graveled and curbed with cement 
and a six-foot cement sidewalk laid on both- 
sides of street and a sewer laid on said 
street, all to be done under the bond act, 
be granted, and the City Engineer instructed 
to prepare estimate of cost, and if the same’ 
exceeds $2 per front foot on each side to 
also present ordinance of intention. | 

Recommend that the petition from John S. 
Maitman et al., for the City Engineer to be 
instructed to review the grade of Temple 
street, between Burt street and the west 
city limits, for the purpose of modifying 
same, if advisable, be granted. 

On the petition from J. S. Maltman et al., 
for the Council to instruct the City Engi- 
neér to investigate and reporton the most 
feasible route for a 100-foot boulevard to 
connect the park at reservoir No. 4 and 
Elysian Park, which petitioners and oth- 
ers are endeavoring -to have donated, 
recommend that the City Engineer be in- 
structed accordingly. 

- Recommend that the petition from J. B. 
Buford to have the old adobe on San Pedro 
street near First removed “be referred to 
the City Attorney. 

On the petition from George J, Ainsworth 
et al. to have cross-walk placed at the in- 
tersection of Grand avenue and Jefferson 
street we recommend that the Street Su- 
perintendent be instructed to lay the same 
as octitioned for. ‘ 

Recommend that the twenty-six-inch 
cement pipe called for in the plans for the 
@am across the Hollenbeck arroyo be 
changed to twenty-four-inch vitrified pipe, 
and the City Engineer instructed to notify 
the contractor accordingly, with the under- 
standing that the change will be made with- 
out additional cost to the city. 

Recommend that the petition from Wil- 
lard Lamb for the abatement of a nuisance 
in the shape of a pool of water at the tor- 
ner of Boyd and Wall streets be referred 
to the Street Superintendent. 

Recommend that the petition from E. P. 
Hersey et al. for the repair of the gutter on 
the south side of West First street be- 
tween Bonnie Brae and Quebec streets be 
referred to the Street Superintendent. 

Recommend that the petition from Mar- 
garita Dockweiler et al.“ for the replace- 
ment of the curb and gutter on the south 
side of First street, in front of petitioner's 
property, be referred tothe Street Super- 
intendent. 

In the matter of the petition for paving 
Figueroa street, between Washington and 
Simpson streets, with asphalt, which was 
referred to us, we again recommend that 
the petition be granted and the City 
Engineer instructed to prepare an estimate 
of the cost of paving with asphalt, andif the 
same be in excess of $2 fer front foot to 
also present an ordinance of intention; we 
also recommend th a sewer be also in- 
cluded in this ordinance where one is not 
already laid.
